Cued speech program attracts 300 


Almost 300 people from across the 
United States and Canada took part in 
a week-long family cued speech pro- 
gram held at Gallaudet earlier this 
month. 

Participants included 62 families, 
teachers, a public school principal, 
mainstreamed and residential school 
children, hearing children and adults, 
deaf adults, audiologists and a speech 
therapist, according to Liz Fleetwood, 
project and field coordinator in 
Gallaudet’s Office of Cued Speech 
Programs. 

Jointly sponsored by the College for 
Continuing Education and the Office of 
Cued Speech Program, the cued 
speech summer program has been of- 
fered at Gallaudet each summer since 
1978. Cued speech was developed in 
1966 by R. Orin Cornett, who de- 
scribes it as “a method of communica-

tion designed for use with the hearing 
impaired which uses eight handshapes 
and four hand locations to supplement 
the visual manifestations of normal 
speech, making spoken language 
visually clear at the levels of 
phonemes, syllables, duration, stress, 
and, if needed, intonation. It can be 
used with the most profoundly im- 
paired person as well as with those 
with mild to moderate hearing loss. 
Cued speech can be used in a tradi- 
tional oral/aural program, a total com- 
munication program or in a main- 
streamed context.” 

The program, which began the week 
of Aug. 5, included intensive cued 
speech instruction at the beginner, in- 
termediate and advanced levels. 

The program addressed six special 
topics, including techniques for using 
cued speech in speech, an interpreters’ 
program, teaching cued speech to 
hearing children ages 5 to 15, and us- 
ing cued speech with hearing impaired 
children under the age of five. 


Families take a unique “vacation”

It was a “vacation” most said they’d 
like to take again next year. It was the 
Family Learning Vacation, for which 
47 families travelled to Gallaudet this 
summer to participate in one of seven 
one-week sessions. 

Each session consisted of a full day’s 
schedule from morning to night and 
although it was an exhausting week, all 
of the families involved said it was a 
beneficial and fulfilling experience. The 
most popular session was for families 
with hearing impaired children between 
the ages of 2 and 6. 

The families came from across the 
United States, with one family travel- 
ling to Gallaudet from Canada and 
another from Guyana. 

The basic purpose and philosophy of 
the Family Learning Vacation is to 
stress the importance of families work- 
ing together to help their deaf children 
through education, play and interac- 
tion. Ruth Heitin, director of Extension 
and Summer Programs, said many par- 
ticipants commented that the program 
is one of Gallaudet’s most valuable of- 
ferings. “I agree,” Heitin said. “It is im- 
portant for the entire family to establish 
communication with their hearing im- 
paired child.” 

The Family Learning Vacation em- 
phasizes language development, deal- 
ing with behavior problems, developing 
a sound educational program, the con- 
cept and use of total communication 
and information about the deaf com- 
munity. Special sessions are offered for 
families with children who have Usher’s 
Syndrome or other similar dual hearing 
and vision impairments. Seminars are 
scheduled which assist families in cop- 
ing with the particular problems 
associated with the dual impairments. 
Some of the sessions are led by profes- 
sionals like Art Roehrig, director of 
Gallaudet’s Hearing and Visual Im- 
paired Program, who themselves have 
Usher’s Syndrome.

The Family Learning Vacation is a 
structured program for the whole fami- 
ly. For several hours each day, hearing 
children participate in recreational ac- 
tivities while hearing impaired children 
are in class. Day care facilities are pro- 
vided for children under the age of 2 
while their parents attend classes. For 
most daily activities, children and their 
parents have separate schedules. 

Teen-agers also have their own pro- 
gram. While their younger siblings are 
involved in learning and recreational 
activities, the teens, under the supervi- 
sion of an experienced leader, par- 
ticipate in recreational and educational 
experiences. In addition, they are of- 
fered informal sign language instruction 
and participate in group discussions 
about being the brother or sister of a 
hearing impaired child. 

Deb Guthmann, a school counselor 
from Minnesota, served as director of 
the Family Learning Vacation this year 
and Bob Furman of Tennessee was 
director of the Parent Program. His 
wife, Ginny, was the communication 
specialist for the children’s program. 
Ron Brasel served as director of Sign 
Language and Interpreters for the pro- 
gram. His wife, Laurel, was sign 
language instructor. Both the Furmans 
and Laurel Brasel are graduates of
